HALIFAX'S FIRST IDEA 


Three Distinct

BELGIAN RELIEF VESSEL HITS 


MUNITIONS STEAMER IN HARBOR 


Shrapnel and Shells Fly Over City, Spreading Destruction; 


Many Killed When Buildings Crumple; Women 


and Children Trapped in Homes 


SCENES OF TERROR AS CITY CATCHES FIRE 


Dominion of Canada Plunged Into Mourning by Worst Disaster in History 


of American Continent—Two Square Miles Laid Waste—Damage 
Will Run Into the Millions. 


Halifax, N. S., Dec. 7. — With the toll of dead steadily mounting, it was be- 


lieved early this morning that more than 2,000 persons lost their lives in the explosion and 
fire which followed the collision yesterday morning in Halifax harbor between a munitions 
laden French ship and another vessel loaded with supplies for the Belgian relief commis- 
sion. The disaster, which has plunged the Dominion into mourning, probably will i 
rank as the most fearful that ever occurred on 
the American continent. Residents of 


Halifax and thousands of volunteer workers who have come into the city have been al- 
most dazed at the extent of the horror. 


Temporary morgues have been established in many buildings to which a steady 


procession of vehicles of all kinds have been carrying for hours the bodies of men, wo- 
men and children. Most of them were so charred that they were unrecognizable. Thou- 
sands of persons seeking trace of relatives-have passed by the long silent rows attempting 
Tby the flickering light of lamps and lanterns to fdentify the ones they sought.
